The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  \%ich  is  entrusted  vfith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Departnent  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  ',-rith  the  Agricultural  fferketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-h\mdredth  anniversary  of  the  collsction  of  statistics  of  ©agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  lova  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  sta,tistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  co\mty, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  ava,ilable 
data  for  each  coianty  ovar   an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  coimty  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  !Torman  Y.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  comjoleted  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  ¥ork  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Ic'a  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa,  laws. 
Without  these  data  "by  townships  ajid  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  acciirate  and  less  coiDplete.

IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  WARRM  COUNTY 

Warren  County  was  at  first  embraced  in  the  original  Des  Moines  County, 
but  by  the  terms  of  the  Indian  treaty  which  became  operative  October  11, 
ISU5,  it  was  thrown  open  as  public  land.    Prior  to  the  extinguishment  of 
the  Indian  title,  settlement  in  this  region  was  prohibited  except  by  special 
permission  from  the  Commanding  Officer  a.t  Jort  Des  Moines.     This  privilege 
was  granted  to  John  D.  Parmalee  in  ISU3  who  built  a  saw  mill  on  ivliddle 
River  to  sirpply  1-umber  for  the  buildings  at  the  fort.     He  was  the  first 
settler  of  record  in  what  is  now  Warren  County.    A  few  others  were  allov/ed 
to  take  up  residence  in  this  area  with  the  understanding  that  no  permanent 
title  improvements  were  to  be  made.    Aiiiong  them  was  William  Mason  viho  located 
about  two  miles  north  of  the  present  site  of  Palmyra,  ij 

The  county  was  legally  established  in  18^6  and  formally  organized  in 
I8U9.     The  comty  was  named  in  honor  of  General  Joseph  Warren  who  was  kill- 
ed at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.     Indianola  was  chosen  a,s  the  seat  of 
government  of  the  county  when  it  was  organized  and  named,  presumably,  by 
a  party  of  surveyors  working  at  that  section  of  the  county  for  a  town  in 
Texas  of  the  same  name.  2j 

A  railroad  to  connect  Fort  Des  Moines  and  Indianola  had  been  urged 
since  1853  ^'^^  i't  ^"^as  not  until  late  in  October,  I871  that  the  C.R.I,  and 
P.  completed  its  track  to  Indianola  and  the  first  train  reached  that  place.  ^/ 
Railroads  soon  were  built  through  other  sections  of  the  county  and  this 
region  was  opened  to  the  outside  world.     Coal  was  discovered  and  a  number 
of  mines  were  opened.     In  1937s  "the  fifteen  mines  operating  produced  a 
total  of  107,200  tons  of  coal,  kj 

Area 

Warren  County  is  approximately  2h  miles  each  v/ay  and  contains  570 
square  miles.  ^     The  total  acreage  is  36U,800  of  which  3^9,508  is  listed 
as  farm  lands.  GJ  There  are  17  civil  tomships  of  varying  size,  Lincoln 
being  the  largest.     In  point  of  size  it  ranks  33        the  State  sharing  this 
place  with  three  other  counties  of  the  same  size — Cedar,  Hamilton  and  Han- 
cock. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Warren  County  are  grouped  into  foijx  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace  and  s?/amp  and  bot-

tom  land.     The  drift  soils  cover  37«^  per  cent  of  the  surface  and  are 
divided  into  the  Shelby  loams — ^0.0  per  cent;  the  Carrington  loamo — 
per  cent;  Carrington  fine  sand — 0,1  per  cent  and  Lindley  silt  loam — I.5  per 
cent.     The  loess  soils  cover  per  cent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  in- 

to the  Ta.'na  silt  loams — 25. 1  per  cent;  Grimdy  silt  loam — 11.1  per  cent; 
B'iUoCatine  silt  loam — 5*9  per  cent  and  Clinton  silt  loam — 2.7  per  cent. 
The  terrace  soils  cover  but  three  per  cent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  eight  types — all  of  very  small  area.     The  swamp  and  bottom  land  soils 
cover  lU.S  per  cent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  the  ^fabash  loams — 
ih.l  per  cent;   the  Sarpy  loams — 0.6  per  cent  and  Genesee  silt  loam — 0.1 
per  cent.  ]J 

Topography 

The  surface  of  ^feirren  Count2'  in  general  varies  from  level  to  undula- 
ting,  through  strongly  rolling  to  hilly  plains,  and  in  some  pla.ces  to 
rough  sections.     The  majority  of  the  northern  half  is  smoothly  rolling 
with  gentle  slopes  leading  to  occasional  rounded  hills.     In  this  section 
the  stream  and  river  valleys  are  wider  mth  grsdual  ascents  rising  from 
the  bottom  lands  to  the  general  level  of  the  plains.    The  southern  and 
eastern  parts  offer  some  rather  r;trong  contrasts.     The  areas  bet?/een  the 
streams  are  less  extensive  and  they  change  abruptly  into  rough,  eroded 
surfaces  bordering  most  of  the  streams  and  drainageways .    There  are  ex- 
ceptions near  Milo  and  Liberty  Center  -There  extensive  sections  of  level 
and  gently  undulating  lands  are  found. 

Along  the  southeastern  slopes  of  "iiddle  and  South  Rivers  bluffs  skirt 
the  valleys  with  the  surrounding  hills  higher  and  steeper  than  in  the  north 
and  northwest.     The  general  slope  is  towards  the  northea.st.     The  main  drain- 
age of  the  county  is  afforded  by  the  North,  Middle  and  South  Rivers  which 
all  empty  into  the  Ees  Moines  River.  Sj 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  of  this  county,  from  1S97  'to  1930.  was  50  de- 
grees, the  average  precipitation,  from  1S75  to  132k,  was  32. 71  inches  and 
the  growing  season,  from  1892  to  1930,  vvas  165  days  between  the  average 
killing  frosts  da.tes  of  April  26  and  October  g.  9/ 

Population 

The  population  of  Warren  County  grew  amazingly  during  the  first  decade 
after  its  organization  and  continued  a  strong  grov/th  until  the  year  I9OO, 
Yfhen  the  county,  in  common  with  most  of  the  other  counties  of  the  State, 
started  to  decline — the  niimber  of  inhabitants  dropping  from  20,376  in  tiiat 
year  to  17,700  in  I93O. 

The  density  of  its  population  is  3I  per  square  mile  as  compared  with 
the  State  density  of  UU.

The  percentage  of  foreign  horn  and  native  -vhite  of  foreign  born  and 
mixed  parentage  in  this  county  is  very  low — only  9.U  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Of  these  the  Germans  lead  with  592,  the  English  come  next  with  289  '■^^  't^'^e 
Irish  have  2^9 .     Other  nationalities  are  represented  by  very  small  nurabers.  1 


Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  vfere  three  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — two  petroleum  plants  and  one  livestock  enterprise. 

As  a  'Tfhole  they  had  682  members  of  which  5OO  were  active,  and  1,115 
persons  did  business  with  the  three  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $375676  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  $90,955 
Y/orth  of  business. 


Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-fari.i  commodi- 
ties for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  coopera- 
tives market  form  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  15/ 


Frui  t 


Apples  have  been  a  staple  fruit  crop  of  this  county  for  yea.rs.  The 
largest  number  of  trees  were  reported  in  188U.     The  record  showed  127,7^'^ 
trees  for  that  year  but  the  largest  yield,  1^4-9,51^  bushels,  was  listed  in 
1909*     Twenty- two  thousand  nine  hundred  twenty-nine  peach  trees  v/ere  re- 
ported in  1909  and  5>228  bushels  of  peaches  were  produced  in  193^»  These 
are  the  years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest  production,  respectively. 
Plums  showed  the  largest  listing,  both  in  number  and  production,  in  I909 — 
26,U8U  trees  and  U,596  bushels  being  reported.     The  same  year  cherries  had 
a  listing  of  17,050  trees  and  6,660  bushels,   the  largest  number  recorded.

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn. 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lov;s:     (1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(U)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreo.ge  othfer  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied "by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  'summations  of  individual  farm  -productions  sho^/m 
as  husked.    This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  s-nd  19365  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  fo^rmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a,  differ- 
ent and  lower  yield.    This  separate  3^ield  estimation  iwas  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  aS  husked. 

This  was  done  by  coixritios  only  3.nd  not  by  townships.     The  tomship 
yields  for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  tov/nship  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  193^  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown,  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tomship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  sho\TO  in  the  tables  since  cSorn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovm- 
ship  yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  I93U  and  1936.  '
